We will never have enough pastors, 
Wingelists, and theological professors 
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when we reach (if we ever do) the same 
number as the current openings. Always 
we must have more than that number be- 
cause we cannot achieve perfectly efficient 
distribution under that system of church 
polity which we believe to be best. Con- 
gregations must call; candidates must ac- 
cept. The gaps between are doubtless 
wider than they ought to be. Neither 
churches nor pastors are perfect and one 
of the most apparent imperfections is in 
judgment. Another is in the realm of 
patience or love. It sometimes seems that 
the amount of special training a man has 
had is not in very direct proportion to a 
long and acceptable ministry in a given 
church. In this and other areas of adjust- 
ment there is this great need for prayer 
within the churches and in the boards, 
agencies, and committees responsible for 
coordinating our world mission. 


This brings us back to the previous 
question of development of leaders. The 
Lay Development Program, as it is called, 
is one phase of our Program for Advance. 
It is the part being especially emphasized 
this year. There are many, many areas 
of service for which laymen are suited or 
can qualify themselves if they have a will 
to do so and receive sufficient encourage- 
ment. 


Let us not forget the lessons of our 
earlier history that laymen can and should 
rise to the highest positions of leadership 
in the local churches. They should become 
preachers and pastors even if all the de- 
sired formal education is out of reach at 
the time they feel called to such service. 
One of our strongest churches at the pres- 
ent time was served during its first 100 
years by pastors reared in the congrega- 
tion. That may not be best in every case. 
Times change; hearts do not except, of 
course, through prayer and the work of 
the Holy Spirit. 


Where are the leaders? Not in some 
far-off place but right at home in more 
cases than we realize. It is a matter of 
developing the abilities of those who are 
filled with the Holy Spirit. And then it 
is a matter of leaders being patient with 
slow-moving people and vice versa. 


EDITORIAL NOTES 
Symbolic Help to China 


A few months ago Elsa Kruuse, editor 
of the Religious News Weekly, reported 
the arrival in New York of six tired, be- 
wildered, orphaned Chinese children from 
the streets of Hong Kong. They had been 
brought here to find a better home than 
the streets of that terribly congested city. 
Their coming was a symbol of the stepped- 
up program of Church World Service. 
We call it a symbol because six is a num- 
ber remotely related to six hundred mil- 
lion, the estimated population of China. 


What we can do to help the orphans of 
China and all the other nations of the 
world may hardly qualify as a ‘drop in 
the bucket,” but those familiar with the 
sweetness of maple syrup know that it 
comes always from drops in a bucket. Our 
efforts may be added to countless other 
drops of sweetness. 


At the present moment the hearts of 
Christians try to respond as there is op- 
portunity to the need of almost a million 
made homeless in Japan by the recent 
typhoon. 


100 Years in Japan 


Protestant missionary work in Japan 
marks its one hundredth anniversary this 
year. Christian activity in those islands 
has greatly increased since World War 
II. A huge rally of church-school children 
will be held at Hibiya Park, Tokyo, on 
November 1. Although the sore of 
Christians is still very low, Protestantism 
has profoundly changed those who have 
accepted Christ, as many who have been 
there have observed. Christ puts a new 
song in the hearts of the Japanese the 
same as in people of other nations. Some 
of us regret that we as a people have had 
so little part in bringing the Gospel to 
these folks who need it so much and ap- 
preciate it so greatly when they do receive 
it. 

The current catastrophe in the wake of 
Typhoon Vera has given Christians in 
America and Europe an opportunity to 
offer the “milk of human kindness” as 
well as the tons of surplus dried milk 
which Church World Service has called 
for. An air mail report from Geneva lists 
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the Christian Medical Association a 
with CWS as rendering prompt assist 
May our hearts be large enough and 
minds ‘clear enough to help in the plat 
where it will do the most good.

Captured Public Schools 
(More on the Church-State Issue) 


“Church-captured public schools are not 
a joke; they are a fact and a threat to our 
religious freedom,” said a spokesman for 
Protestants and Other Americans United 
for Separation of Church and State on 
August 3. Glenn L. Archer, the organiza- 
tion’s executive director, took exception to 
a story widely printed in the Roman 
Catholic press which branded a POAU 
movie about captive schools as “ridiculous” 
and denied that such institutions really 
existed. 

“Tam not surprised at the denial on the 
subject of captive schools which has been 
issued by the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference,’ Archer declared. “I realize 
how embarrassing this disclosure must be 
to them. For years Catholic Welfare denied 
that there was any persecution of Protes- 
tants in Colombia. They may be denying it 
even yet. But painful facts cannot be con- 
cealed by brazen denials. 


“Tf the Catholic Welfare Conference 
will send its agents to Franklin, Dear- 
born, Dubois, Spencer, Martin, and Knox 
Counties in Indiana it will find 113 nuns 
teaching in 30 so-called public schools 
with salaries paid from public funds. If 
they will go to Auglaize, Mercer, Putnam, 
Brown, Noble, and Shelby Counties in 
Ohio they will find 78 nuns teaching their 
religion to pupils in 22 of the same kind 
of quasi-public schools. 

“Schools like these — public in name 
but parochial in purpose and operation — 
patently violate the religious rights of 
children who are not of the Roman Catho- 
lic faith and are an affront to our tradi- 
tion of church-state separation.” 

Premiere showings of the controversial 
film “Captured” were attended by 5,000 
invited officials and leaders. A representa- 
tive of the National Catholic Welfare 
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Conference who attended by invitation 
wrote: “POAU is hoping to convince 
Protestants ... that these ‘captive schools,’ 
and the ridiculous situations portrayed in 
the film, really do exist.” 


Archer, himself a lawyer and former 
dean of a law school, replied by saying: 
“We based the film on files of numerous 
captive school cases which have come to 
trial. On the basis of just such facts as 
are depicted here, the courts broke up 
captive school chains in Missouri, New 
Mexico, Colorado, and Kentucky.”

Bible always assigns a redemptive purpose 
to the coming of the Son of God. 


Why Jesus Came 

It may be worth our while to review a 
few of Jesus’ own words relative to the 
purpose of His coming. On various oc- 
casions He said such things as these: 

“For the Son of man is come to seek 
and to save that which was lost” (Luke 
19: 10 and parallels). 

“I am come that they might have life 
and that they might have it more abun- 
dantly” (John 10: 10). 

“I am not come to destroy but to ful- 
fie Mateos © 7). 

“For God sent not his Son into the 
world to condemn the world but that the 
world through him might be saved” 
(John 3: 17). 

And here is our own text assigned for 
the evening, “I have not come to judge 
the world but to save the world” (John 
T22h4A7y. 

When I note again the real and objec- 
tive purpose of Jesus’ coming, I feel con- 
strained to invite you to consider and re- 
consider your relationship to God through 
Jesus Christ. If there are those present 
here in whom Jesus has never been able 
to accomplish His redemptive purposes, 
we beg of you with all of the earnest per- 
suasion we can summon, allow Him to 
have His way with you now. Allow 
Him to have His way with you during 
this Conference. Allow Him to have His 
way with you right away. For the rest, 
let us consider and reconsider again and 
again Jesus’ avowed purpose in coming. 
Let us forever review as relive what He 
has done for us and let us thank Him for 
ite 


If we may believe the book reviewers, 
a recent book, written to ridicule evan- 
gelical Christianity, is as trite as it is 
loathsome, for it repeats an old hackneyed 
jibe. The author has the Christian ask of 
his companion in conversation the un- 
fortunate question, “Have you found 
God?” Whereupon the companion re- 
plies, ‘Found God? I didn’t know He 
was lost.’’ Of course God isn’t lost! But 
man is. Man is desperately lost. And the 
purpose of God is to save him. Please 
consider His purpose for your life. 


What Jesus Did to Show His Purpose 


It may also be worth our while to note 
the three prevailing elements or qualities 
in Jesus’ ministry so that we observe how 
His action followed His stated purpose in 
coming. These three prevailing elements 
in Jesus’ ministry are: 


1. Godly instruction concerning the 
Kingdom of God and man’s part in 
it.
